Soldiers used to the crashing, 
awful sounds of guns and bombs, 
watched it from a distance of 
miles, their eyes large, their faces 
awed and fixed as if they were 
peering for that moment 
eternity.

It may mean peace. It may not. 

But, it does mean change. They 
have thought of that in the Krem- 
lin. They have been thinking of 
it for some time. There would 
never have been the original 
statement by Gromyko 
United Nations had they not been 
thinking about it. 

Now, they- are thinking the 
harder. 

They are not yet ready. So, 
they will buy some time. But, as 
they buy it, so do we. 

War by satellite nations was 
powerful until Korea came along. 
It is just possible that Korea, for 
all its cost, may .turn out to be 
the cheapest investment, inso- 
far as return is involved, we have 
made in our time. 

Thev have seen, there in the 
Kremlin, that if a few of these 
bombs were dropped on tactical 
forces, they would quite literally 
be devoured. 

So, I think we will work out 
peace for a while—unless some- 
thing slips. That could happen. 
But, if it does not, then we will 
have peace for a while. How 
long we have it will depend upon 
how well,we buy the time we 
gain.

On December 1, 1862, Abraham 
Lincoln sent a message to Con- 
gress. In it he said: 

“The dogmas of the quiet past 
gre inadequate to the stormy 
present. .... As our case is new, 
so must we think anew and act 
anew. We must disenthrall our- 
selves.” . 

It fits today. 

It was only six years ago we 
massed the great invasion fleet 
and forces along the British 
shores and set forth to Nor- 
mandy’s deadly beaches. 

That sort of war is no longer 
possible if the enemy has atom 
bombs and a force to deliver 
them. 

The massing of troops for a 
break-through; the building up 
of tank reserves and huge sup- 
ply depots close behind the 
planned attack; the use of an in- 
vasion fleet standing off some 
hostile shore and sending in the 
landing crafts—all that was new 
and efficient just six years ago. 

Now, it is obsolete against an 
enemy with atom bombs and a 
tactical airforce. 

The years ahead are going to 
be years of taxes and building of 
strength. No foreign policy is 
good unless backed with force. 

And if peace comes out of the 
meetings ahead then we cannot 
ignore the fact that a foreign 
policy which saved Greece and 
Turkey by intervention; which 
created the Marshall Plan which 
held back the tides of com- 
munism in Europe; which inter- 
vened in Korea when its strength 
was at a tragic, accusing low ,ebb 
—such a policy was a magnifi- 
wee ce... if, .. af...

The Kremlin Still Holds the Key 


Will it be peace or will it be war? Will 
there be a genuine effort to relieve the ten- 
sions threatening the human race or will the 
cold war continue, to explode at some future 
date into a conflagration such as mankind has 
never seen? 

The eyes of the world are focused this 
week on three national capitals for the an- 
Swer—Washington, Paris and Moscow. By 
far the most important of these is Moscow. 

The decision there, we may be sure, will 
come about after a cold evaluation of the 
U.S.5S.R.’s own best interests. If the men 
in the Kremlin think there is profit in a con- 
tinuation of the cold war and the satellite 
hot wars, including the Korean debacle, the 
Paris Conference of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly, which Dae ; 
opens today, will be 
fruitless. If they decide 
there is more to be gained 
by talking peace and dis- 
armament, then such an 
approach will be possible. 

In Washington on 
Wednesday night, Presi- 
dent Truman will take the ee 
case of the United States ‘eo 
to the world. His address ts 
is expected to reiterate Eisenhower 
the United States position on peace and dis- 
armament. He will put it up to the Rus- 
sians whether the cold war and armaments 
race will continue. 

The President will propose that any reduc- 
tion in armed might be accomplished only 
after a census of existing forces has been 
made and agreement reached upon interna- 
tional inspection as insurance. Thus far, the 
Russians have rejected any such plan. Al- 
though the Soviet poses as the champion of 
peace, the keen analyst sees the Reds’ idea of 
peace as destruction of the United States 


government and Western civilization.

Superior 
strength alone can persuade them to negotiate 
for peace. 

Negotiate we must, but behind these nego- 
tiations must be an understanding by the 
Russians that further aggression will not suc- 
ceed. The free world is not yet ready or 
willing to undertake a holy war against Com- 
munism, hoping to contain this new force of 
tyranny until it falls from its own weaknesses. 
The West must seek peace through strength, 
and disarmament talks backed by fire power. 

Momentous decisions will come out of 
Paris, Moscow and Washington this week. 
They will, no doubt, affect the lives of all of 
us, our children and our children’s children. 
From past performances of the men in the 
Kremlin, any optimism here must be tinged 
with skepticism.

This awful situation calls for another 
editorial in an effort to stop this needless 
waste of lives.

It comes from The Ra- 
leigh (N. C.) News and Observer and was 
sent to us by L. T. McColl of Cordele. 

Everything that the editor of the Raleigh 
paper has to say fits Georgia.

“North Carolina, with one of the worst 
highway accident records in the nation, shows 
no sign of improving its miserable record of 
last year—in fact, the record to date indicates 
an even worse record for this year. 

“An examination of the record for the last 
week end shows, however, that traffic acci- 
dents can be controlled when enforcement 
authorities and motorists co-operate to that 
end. There were no less than 15 deaths from 
automobile accidents during the past week 
end, but none of them occurred in the area 
of the greatest congestion of traffic, and the 
greatest danger, the area surrounding the two 
football games at Durham and Wake Forest.

At 
that time an Eisenhower can- 
didacy was being much dis- 
cussed by both parties, and 
President Truman was himself 
actively preparing to make the 
fight to succeed himself.

In short, there was all the 
difference in the world be- 
tween this reported second 
Truman offer and the first 
one, made when the President 
still had the habit of telling 
all and sundry that he did 
not want to be in the White 
House and wished to goodness 
he were anywhere else. 


If one considers for a moment 
the impact of such an offer, com- 
ing from the President and com- 
mander in chief to a soldier and 
man of honor, it is easy to see 
why the Truman-Eisenhower re- 
lationship may be a stumbling 
block to the Eisenhower back- 
ers. The general’s natural im- 
pulse must have been to natch 
the President’s generosity. There 
was only one way to do this—by 
saying that he would not con- 
sider entering the lists against 
his former chief. No one can 
doubt the President’s sincerity 
in making his offer, for he is 
anything but a trickster.

In the present case, of course, 
there is no reason whatever to 
believe that the President will 
Say again what he said before. 
It would be extreme and dis- 
torted if he did so. But those 
close to him are frank to admit 


that even though the general 
may wish to keep the discussion 
strictly to military questions, the 
President may be expected to 
bring up their common political 
problem. What they think the 
President will say is that he re- 
gards General Eisenhower as en- 
tirely free to make his own 
choice as to the political prob- 
lem in his own good time, 
only allowing the President the 
chance to find a successor for 
him if need be. 

If the President does say this, 
there is again no doubt that he 
will be speaking sincerely. He 
Is a party man, but he is also 
ama _ of strong personal feel- 
ing whose loyalties govern his 
political behavior, sometimes to 
his own grave disadvantage. On 
the other hand, even if the 
President merely assures the 
general that he is wholly free to 
make his own choice, it is again 
true that this will be another 
exhibition of generosity, once 
more by implication demanding 
somehow to be matched. 

Besides this difficulty with 
his commander in chief, those 
who should know assert that 
there are two other factors tend- 
ing to hold Genera] Eisenhower 
back. The first is his known 
conviction that it is wrong to 
make the direct transition from 
service in uniform to the po- 
litical struggle. The second is 
the often-repeated argument 
that the progress of Western 
rearmament depends upon Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's continuance 
in Europe.

Mark Ethridge, publisher of the 
Louisville, Ky., Courier-Journal, 
said here Monday the United 
States is ready to “tell the Rus- 
sians off.” 

He said it was his hunch that 
Gen. Eisenhower is in Washington 
to consult with President Truman 
on defense in Europe and on fu- 
ture dealings with the Russians.

FAMILY ROOM 

Edwin B. Peel, administrator of 
the hospital, said the new addition 
was designed for “‘maximum serv- 
ice to the physician, the patient 
and the visitor.” A public wait- 
ing room.and a solarium are on 
each floor, along with a “family 
room” to be used by the physician 
in consultation or by a family 
group. 

Each patient’s room has rubber 
floor covering, plastic wall finish, 
acoustical ceiling treatment, oxy- 
gen piped in from a central stor- 
age unit and a two-way nurses’ 
call communication center. 

Georgia Baptist Hospital traces 
its origin to the Infirmary Train- 
ing School, opened in 1897 by Dr. 
Len G. Broughton, pastor of the 
Tabernacle Baptist Church, At- 
lanta. Its establishment, however, 
dates from Thanksgiving Day, 
1901, when the infirmary was 
moved to a five-room cottage on 
Courtland Street and the name 
was changed to the Baptist Taber- 
nacle Infirmary.

Meanwhile, the back-to-work 
movement initiated by the follow- 
ers of Joseph P. Ryan, lifetime 
president of the International 
Longshoremen’s Association, ap- 
peared to be slowly gaining mo- 
mentum. A check by police and 
customhouse officials showed that 
work had progressed through 
much of the day at 19 commercial 
piers in Brooklyn, at least three 
on Manhattan’s Hudson River wa- 
terfront, one in Hoboken and a 
number in Port Newark. 


In all nearly 3,000 men  an- 
swered work calls in the port, 
many of them defying picket lines. 
Of this number less than one- 
third were employed at Army in- 
stallations, which have been ex- 
empted from the work stoppage 
by the strikers, and, despite the 
drive, little or no violence was 
reported. ; 

A meeting ordered by the New 
York district council of the union 
to permit members of Local 791, 
Which spearheaded the strike, to 
vote on a return to work proposal 
Was effectively sabotaged when 
John J. (Gene) Sampson, leader 
of the dissident dock workers, sent 
800 men to picket the session. The 
meeting had been called follow- 
ing receipt by the council of a pe- 
tition from 43 of the local’s mem- 
bers. 

The meeting was scheduled to 
get under. way at 2 p. m. It was 
abruptly called off a few min- 
utes earlier when the large body 
of strikers led by Sampson de- 
scended.

5. Nurses be redistributed to 
meet essential needs. 

6. Physicians, hospitals and pub- 
lic health services co-operate in| 
rationing nursing service. | 

7. Systematic planning be uti- 
lized in withdrawing nurses from 
civilian service for military duty.

Feeding the sick or conval- 
escent is not the easiest thing 
in the world, but with a little 
thought and a few tricks you 
can make patients eat, so say 
some of the leaders in the nurs- 
ing profession gathered in At- 
lanta this week for their annual 
state convention, Those who 
have sick people in the home 
will find many of the food hints 
nurses have to pass along very 
helpful. Medicine can often do 
just so much; then good nutri- 
tion must take over. 

“One of the important things 
to remember is that after illness 
or surgery dietary habits have 
been disturbed and the job is 
to establish new desires for 
food,” said Miss Jane Van De 
Vrede, considered by many Aas 
the Mother of nursing in Geor- 
gia. Miss Van De Vrede is the 
treasurer of the State Nurses 
Association and is attending her 
42nd state meeting. 

Patients will eat better if you 
can take their mind off what 
they are eating. Different dishes, 
gay little flowers on the tray 
and-different methods of cooking 
will often tempt patients, she 
continued. Many times baked 
foods or casseroles are more 
appealing than the same food 
served boiled. Sick people like 
well ones eat “with their eyes” 
so food should always look most 
appetizing. 

Nurse Carolyn Adkins is just 
about as versatile in cooking 
as nursing. She turns bedside 
cook when patients say they 
don’t want to eat. Her favorite 
trick is to gather all the ingre- 
dients together ‘on the bedside 
table and let the patient watch 
her make waffles. It never fails 
to make them want to eat, she 
SaVs., 

Miss Elizabeth Davis, Presi- 
dent of Grady Alumnae and now 
at Egleston, thinks the impor- 
tant thing for mothers who have 
children -is to study the prin- 
ciples of good nutrition and not 
wait until there is a sick child 
to take care of. For after all, 
says Miss Davis, the basic prin- 
ciples of cooking and eating ap- 
ply whether sick of well. In 
dealing with the children in her 
hospital she finds that once the 
children understand why they

should or should not eat certain 
food they will co-operate very 
well. 

Small helpings of food are al- 
Ways more tempting than nor- 
mal size servings, said Mrs. Paul 
Crocker, nurse in one of Al- 
bany’s cotton mills, and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of 
the Georgia Industrial Nurses, 
“Small, frequent feedings, that 
is 6 trays, are better than 3 of 
regular size meals for all sick 
people and better too for the 
aged. We find that desserts are 
always tempting to children but 
we make them eat all their meal 
and drink milk first,” she ex- 
plained. 

People can get fat even though 
sick, said Miss Lucy Mace of 
Ponce de Leon Infirmary, Re- 
inforced feedings are often nec- 
essary in many illnesses. Eggs, 
ice cream, malt, chocolate and 
baby foods added to a glass of 
milk packs a nutritional wallop. 
Grated cheese on_ scrambled 
eggs, custards made with dry 
milk powder plus milk, and ice 
cream or cereal are tricks which 
increase the nutritional value of 
meals. 


Quickie Diets 
Usually End 


In Overeating

The more I see of quickie re- 


ducing diets, the less use I have 


for them. I have just returned 
from the grocery store, where 


I watched a “dieter” in action. 
A chap, shopping for his wife 
in the late afternoon, had added 
assorted cookies to the list, six 
defferent kinds and had opened 
all six packages, sampling each 
libereally. Abashed, he ex- 
plained to the cashier that he 
was hungry, that he had been 
ona strict reducing diet for 
ten days and had taken off ten 
pounds ... then added ruefully 
that he had probably put most 
of them back on again. (Moral, 
don’t send dieting mate to the 
grocery store when he’s hun- 
gry.) 

The blushing truth is that rig- 
id diets invariably wind up 
something like that. Fasting has 
the same repercussions. One 
would-be svelte overweight 
went without any food for four 
consecutive days and lost eight 

pounds. She advises against that 
a however, for then she 
turned right around and ate for 
twenty-four hours straight, 
gaining back all the pounds she 
had lost, plus one. 

Face it, no short term diet, 
or fasting cure, can permanent- 
ly solve your weight problems 

. unless your weight is with- 
in five or six pounds of normal. 
True, this dietitian frequently 
recommends 10-day or 14-day 
diets but the menus are 
planned on the protective pat- 
tern of eating, with the calories 
cut in non-essential foods. The 
purpose of my Scientific Won- 
der Diet, and the Will Power 
Building Diet, is not only to 
reduce your weight 5 pounds 
in ten days, but more important, 
to prove that eating for normal 
weight will eventually solve 
your weight problem for good 
and all. 

Far from being just a diet to 
be lived through for a ten-day 
period, the protective pattern of 
eating can be safely followed 
until all the excess pounds have 
been turned back into energy.

Action of some kind is necessary; but what to do with an in- 
dividual like Fred? Should Jim tell him to stop infringing on his 
territory and give better co-operation, or he will inform the boss? 
Or should he speak directly to the boss and let him take care of 
it?—-N. V. 


DEAR N. V.: As I get the picture; Jim is letting himself be 
pushed around by Fred, and blaming Fred for this. Apparently 
he has been afraid to engage in a test of strength with the bully, 
and the bully senses this and is trying to establish sure proof of it. 

Because Jim feels weak and defensive in the situation, he also 
feels resentful—but fearful of blowing his top, lest he fail to make 
a good case for himself in an open showdown. Were Jim not 
abashed. by Fred’s unprincipled aggression and hostile parade of 
intent to walk over him, he would have kept an eye on Fred’s 
maneuvers and called his hand, with casual force; when finally 
he had been too grabby. 

There’s not much point in Jim’s disparaging or assailing Fred. 
Rather it’s a matter of Jim’s taking a firm stand and letting the 
chips fall where they may. Essentially the proposition is a struggie 
for power between two ambitious men of different stripe. Jim is 
having a rude introduction to the realities of life in the market 
place; but if he can’t rapidly readjust to take them in stride, that’s 
more his misfortune than other’s “fault.” 

For advice: Don’t lecture Fred in a general way about in- 
fringing: rather, pinpoint your objections. When he makes a wrong 
move, call it: don’t let it go through—at least not without a fight. 
Don’t threaten to speak to the boss; that sounds like childish 
whining. And don’t appeal to the boss until- you (Jim) have tackled 
Fred’s game self-reliantly. If you find, after a time, that Fred is 
1eanly determined to make trouble—and not just testing your 
«courage and manly competence—then you ought to lay the whole 
story before the boss. Ask him to investigate and formulate a 
policy to cover the situation; or, else, to decide who is the “dis- 
pensable” man.—M. H.
